in 11 western states. It was said the 
order, similar in effect to the o>d 
"steel pools," "Gary dinners," and 
other methods regarded as price fix 
ing systems contrary to public in 
terest and not in accord with the 
law of supply and demand.

The commission’s order was dated 
July 21, after a long series of hear­ 
ings and argum ents which marked 
the case as one of the most bitter 
the federal agency has considered.

its subsidiaries quoted 
prices from all plants, regardless of 
location, 
at 
the 
Pittsburgh

price plus freight charges from that 
city to destination, was an unfair

The commission further held th at 
the system lessened or eliminated 
competition, retarded business in all 
steel centers except iPttsburgh, and 
added greatly to the cost of steel pro­ 
ducts, amounting to $35,000,000 a year 
in 11 western states.

“Among ,lhe various “wc.iiiier su­ 
perstitions" one of the most common 
is the belief in equinoctial storms, if 
a storm occurs within three or four 
days of the time of occurrence of 
the vernal or autumnal equinox, this 
is usually considered a

of the equinoctial theory. 
When one 
takes into 
consideration the

th at during September of each year 
there is an average of six rainy days, 
there should be, and generally is, a 
storm on or about September 21-22, 
ju st as there is usually one 
about 
Sept. 7-8th. 
In fpct there are more 
than twice as many storms during 
the period Sept. 6-Ilth as during the 
period Sept. 22-27th, or during Sept. 
20-25th. 
One reason for this belief 
is that rains occurring late in Septem­ 
ber are noticed more closely because

which they are produced.

the first cold rains

September, due to the fact th at tem ­ 
peratures near the free:'.ing point are 
unusual until after September 16th 
(the average date of first killing 
frost).

STATE AGENCY NEEDED 
^ 
The capture of part of a gang of bandits in South Dakota 
and their confession of their long and wide.spread activities j 
emphasizes the problem of combatting crime in these days 
of rapid transportation. 
A thief may rob, steal an auto­ 
mobile and be far away before his crime is discovered. The 
South Dakota bandit g;ang operated widely, both in North 
and South Dakota, making long trips in a short time in high- 
powered cars which they stole. 
Many stores have been , 
robbed and thousands of dollars worth of goods carted away 
quickly in automobiles. 
The problem of fighting organized banditry in North 
Dakota has grown to be more than a local problem. Effec­ 
tive work has been done in the organization of vigilance com 
mittees, for protection. There has been a decrease in band­ 
itry since many towns organized for protection. Not many 
bandits wtint to walk into a nest of armed marksmen nor 
attack well protected strongholds. In the detection of crim­ 
inals, however, the local committees are handicapped. 
Proposal for the establishment of a state force would 
meet much objection. The necessity for a large, organized 
force is questionable. The most recent disclosures of bandit 
activities does, however, emphasize the necessity of a cen­ 
tral authority with adequate funds and power to make long 
and wide searches if bandit gangs are to be broken up.

STATE AGENCY NEEDED 


The capture of part of a gang of bandits in South Dakota 


and their confession of their long and widespread activities! 
emphasizes the problem of combatting crime in these days 
of rapid transportation. 
A thief may rob, steal an auto- 


mobile and be far away before his crime is discovered. The 
South Dakota bandit gang operated widely, both in North 
and South Dakota, making long trips in a short time in high- 
powered cars which they stole. 
Many stores have been 


robbed and thousands of dollars worth of goods carted away 
quickly in automobiles. 


The problem of fighting organized banditry in North 


Dakota has grown to be more than a local problem. Effec- 
tive work has been done in the organization of vigilance com- 
mittees, for protection. There has been a decrease in band- 
itry since many towns organized for protection. Not many 
bandits wtmt to walk into a nest of armed marksmen nor 
attack well protected strongholds. In the detection of crim- 
inals, however, the local committees are handicapped. 


Proposal for the establishment of a state force would 


meet much objection. The necessity for a large, organized 
force is questionable. The most recent disclosures of bandit 
activities does, however, emphasize the necessity of a cen- 
tral authority with adequate funds and power to make long 
and wide searches if bandit gangs are to be broken up.

One of his best stories made a 
great impression on me by its quaint 
humor. 
On his ranch in the west he h:id a 
splendid typo of man as foreman, 
whose name was “Ilell-Roaring” Bill 
Jones, it So happened that Jones 
was the sheriff of the county, and 
Roosevelt was his deputy sheriff. 
Jones was quite u local ’’eharacter.” 
One day Colonel Roosevelt ' re­ 
turned to his ranch after a brief 
visit to New York. On his arrival 
he asked Hell-Roaring Bill Junes if 
anything of speeiul note hud hap­ 
pened while he had been absent. 
“War,” drawled Bill Jones, as he 
scratched his head thoughtfully, “I 
guess we’ve got a lunatic.” 
- 
“A lunatic?” exclaimed Roosevelt. 
“Yes—and the funny thing about 
that lunatic,” continued Bill Jones, 
with the air of having made a sudden 
discovery, “is that he’s plum crazy.” 
“Tell me about him,” invited 
Roosevelt. 
“It happened this wise. A man 
got aboard the train and shot the 
newsboy in the st'omaeh; and when 
he started in to shoot up the train 
why the boys just naturally fell on 
that lunatic, guessing something was 
wrong with him. They brought that 
lunatic along to me, and I was plum 
puzzled what to do with him for we’d 
never had a lunatic a-’fore.” 
■ 
“What did: you do?” asked Roose­ 
velt, much interested. ’ 
“I just released all the prisoners 
out o’ the jail, and put the lunatic 
in there. Wal’, you know Bill Sch­ 
neider, the big jailer? Wal’, Sch­ 
neider used to take that there luna­ 
tic out for a walk most every day, 
and th? boys used to gather round 
and josh Schneider as to how much 
start he could give that lunatic— 
and then catch hini. Wal’, according 
to the size of the josh and the bet 
made, just so much start did Sch­ 
neider give that lunatic.”

Roosevelt’s stories of real life out 
west made him a good rival for Bret 
Harte. But alwaya the talk drifted 
back to the hunting habits of the 
wild game in British East Africa. 
At dawn on the morning of June 6, 
the tents of the Roosevelt expedi­ 
tion were struck with the exception 
of Colonel Roosevelt’s. His tent was 
left pitched until the very last mo­ 
ment, so that he could enjoy read­ 
ing one of his books from his fa­ 
mous “Pigskin Library.” At mid­ 
day (hey were to march off to Sotik 
through the sixty miles of “thirst 
.Iwlt,” as the waterless tract of the 
JCiHlbnK Valley is locally called. 
,1l^ Ip^der to supply the necessary 
water for the large number of na­ 
tive carriers, the personnel of the 


b;ue ground in the cold nights, with 
iiollnng for cover but a great-cout. 
Ilcller and Loring rode off after 
Iji-eakfast in camp, .so as to liave 
time to hunt for speeimens of rare 
la.-.mmala and big game at a re- 
I'liwiied spot in the Kedoiig Valley; 
while Kerinit heljied I'liiininghamc 
and Taiiton to supervise the arrange­ 
ment of the loads that each of the 
two hundred porters was to carry. 
Colonel Roosevelt read in the shade 
of his tent, until a hasty luncheon 
was snatched before time for depar­ 
ture. 
The water-wagons, as the ox-tranS­ 
port was named by Kerinit, were the 
first to move off. Ullyat hud blazed 
the trail across that waterless eouii- 
tr.v, and knew well the route and dif­ 
ficulties to be surmounted. 
With 
Ullyat were three other white men; 
two of then» were English and the 
other a Boer. They drove the ox- 
wagons, while Masai natives led each 
team of sixteen oxen. 
Punctually at miil-day, the huge 
safari started off from the camp, led 
by a native porter who bore aloft 
the American flag,. Colonel Roose­ 
velt, Kermit and .Mearns rode at the 
head of the long' jiroccssion of por­ 
ters who carried sixty-pound loads on 
their heads; and their gun-hearers, 
personal servants, and the syces 
(grooms) followed .at th.eir heels. 
As the porters passed in single file 
they were chanting a weird native 
refrain with a most elusive melody. 
I caught snatches of the words of 
tlie soqg, and knew that they were 
extolling Roosevelt and praising his 
courage and prowess as a hunter of 
lions. 
CHAPTER Vlil

"Dear Foran: 
All right; 1 return the governor’s 
letter. I’ll gladly dine with you Fri­ 
day, as you suggest; and Monday 
with .Mr* Edwards.

This letter, written in pencil from 
one of the camps in the Sotik, was 
brought in to me at tlie Rift Valley 
Hotel at Naivasha one morning while 
1 was making urrangenients there for 
the return of the Roosevelt expedi­ 
tion after a six weeks’ hunting trip 
to the south of the Uganda Railway. 
I had sent out to Colonel Roose­ 
velt, by a Masai runner, his home 
mail—a very bulky package—and a 
letter I had received froiu his ex­ 
cellency the governor of East Africa 
wherein he had outli^ied the arrange­ 
ments that were being made for the 
reception of Colonel Roosevelt on his 
return to Nairobi. 
I had been asked to obtain, if pos­ 
sible, Roosevelt’s approval or sugges­ 
tions for alteration of the dates de­ 
rided upon.
